The difference would not be a 
change at Vichy from a policy of neu- 
trality to a policy of hostility, for 
Vichy jettisoned its neutrality some 
weeks ago when it tore up the terms of 
the armistive and made a new treaty 
of collusion with Germany. 

From that date Vichy has been giv- 
ing the Axis powers all the assistance 
they asked for, short of openly break- 
ing with Britain and turning over its 
warships. The whole trend. of its 
course suggests that these sole remain- 
ing steps between ‘‘collaboration’’ and 
military alliance would have 
taken whenever Laval and Darlan 
could wear down Petain’s weakening 
resistance. If they are able to engi- 
neer the break now, the invasion of 
Syria will only have brought a sudden 
show-down in place of the continuing 
move toward belligerency. 

Had the Axis been able to estab- 
lish contro] of Syria and collect power- 
ful forces there—as they were starting 
to do—Turkey would have been com- 
pletely isolated and put under probably 


irresistible pressure to merge itself in 
the Axis “orbit”. With British-Allied 


troops in control of Syria, the Turks 
will be in touch with their friends and 
within reach of help if they need it. 
Ankara welcomes the prospect that the 
Germans and Italians will be ousted 
from the neighbor state. Once they 
have been ousted, Turkey may be ex- 
pected to take a firmer stand against 
the demands and threats of Von Papen.
